Council Hit on TV 
On Dual Loyalty

NEW YORK (P-O) — The 
matter of dual loyalty of U. S. 
Jews over their aid to Israel 
was aired over a national TV 
hookup this Sunday, with the 
American Council for Judaism 
taking a heavy lashing from the 
three panelists. 

PARTICIPATING on the NBC 
telecast were Sen. Jacob Javits, 
Ralph Friedman, chairman of the 
American Jewish Committee’s 
foreign relations committee, and 
Hal Lehrman, noted Near. East 
specialist and author. 

Ex-Sen, Ralph Flanders of 
Vermont, who called for a probe 
of the tax exempt status of the 
UJA (P-O, June 12) was attacked 
by Javits. 

RICHARD HEFFNER, the 
show’s moderator, asked about 
Flanders speech from the floor 
of the Senate in which he raised 
the question of American Jewry’s 
financial aid to Israel as “basic 
to anti-Semitism.” 

Javits scored Flanders for rais- 
ing the question of dual loyalty. 
He asserteg that an accurate de- 
scription of American Jewry 
would be a “single loyalty and a 
single allegiance but dual attach- 
ments” conforming with the 
plural culture that is the essence 
of America today. 

“AMERICAN Jews.” Javits de- 
clared, “would always stand with 
America should a crisis arise 
where Israel went contrary.” He 
added, however, that if that

The possibility of a crisis was 
described by Javits as remote, 
however. 


“Relations between Israel and 
U. S. have never been better,” he 
said, That Israel has and will 
make mistakes and that Ameri- 
can Jewry will and has disagreed 
with some of her actions, he re- 
peated several times. 


WAS THERE a possibility that 
anti-Semitism might arise should 
Israel go in an opposite direc- 
tion? Heffner queried, 

“There’s always a possibility,” 
Javits replied. “There is always a 
risk in everything.” But, he said, 
Israel’s gemocratic structure pre- 
cludes any serious deviation. 

To moderator Heffner’s ques- 
tion on dual loyalty “as a charge 
levelled by a group about a 
group of Jews in America” AJC’s 
Ralph Friedman merely replied 
that it was a “Req Herring.” 


“DUAL LOYALTY does not 
exist,” Friedman asserted. He 
said the charge was cultivated by 
a few individuals to whom it is 
practically a phobia, a defense 
mechanism, advanced to suggest 
the dangers of identification with 
Israel. in order to buttress their 
own position to their non-Jewish 
neighbors ,.. that “we are first, 
last, and always Americans.” 


Javits referred to the same 
group, which was not mentioned 
by name on the entire program, 
as a small minority who feel in- 
secure. Their motivation, he said, 
is to prove they’re “100 per cent 
American.” 

“There’s always a ‘loose fringe’ 
hurling accusations against praci- 
cally anything,” Javits empha- 
sized. 

“This can’t be dignified as a 
‘section of opinion’.” 

Referring to Flanders, Javits 
said, one of the big points made 
by statesmen in favor of Israel 
was that “you could rely on the 
fact American Jewry would not 
let her down financially.” She 
woulg succeed as a state—an out- 
post of democracy in the Middle 
East, Javits maintained that the 
impact of Israel was to lessen 
anti-Semitism in America. 


“THE NON-JEW learned that 
the Jews .. . could fight and die 
for the creation of their country.” 
This etched a new respect 
towards the American Jews,

DISCLOSURE BY The POST 
and OPINION (P-O, Aug. 7) that 
Khrushchev would be willing to 
meet with a representative U. S. 
Jewish group, made the head- 
lines throughout the Jewish 
world. 

Philip Klutznick, chairman of 
the Presidents’ 
Conference, 
made up of 
the presidents 
of major U. S. 
Jewish organ- 
izations, put 
the news story 
on TV in a tel- 
ecast from 
Stockholm 
while he 
fingered the copy of the P-O 
carrying the announcement.

A SPOKESMAN for the Soviet 
embassy in Washington told the 
P-O that “there is no official con- 


firmation to the effect that 
Khrushchev is willing to meet 
with Jewish leaders.” But he 
added, “we will not deny the re- 
port. It’s quite possible that such 
a meeting will take place.” 

The U.S. state department has 
given its o.k. to such a meeting, 
it was revealed by Maurice 
Bisgyer, executive vice-president 
of B’nai B’rith. The P-O learned 
that Yehuda Hellman, executive 
vice-president of the Presidents’ 
Conference, and other officers of 
the group met with top U. S. 
government officials on the mat- 
ter of the meeting with Khrush- 
chev. 


WASHINGTON’S position was 
that “If Jewish leaders want to 
meet with Khrushchev, they 
should.” 


As to the composition of the 
Jewish group that would meet 
with the Russian Premier, a 
spokesman for the Presidents’ 
Conference said that the “Ameri- 
can Jewish community is united 
for a joint approach to the So- 
viet Premier.” 


HE SAID that the Jewish dele- 
gation would be composed of all 
major Jewish bodies in the 
United States, not merely those 
who hold membership in the 
Presidents’ ° Conference. (Only 
the American Jewish Committee 
is not represented in the Presi- 
dents’ Conference, although in 
almost all matters, it works 
closely with the group.) 

The Presidents’ Conference as 
such will be out of the picture. 
This seems to be a compromise 
arrangement worked out with 
the AJCommittee, which has 
agreed not to act on its own,

WASHINGTON, D. C. (P-O)— 
Under attack by the Anti-Defa- 
mation League of B'nai Brith 
for distributing a spurious docu- 
ment blaming Jews for complic- 
ity in bringing on the Civil War, 
a grandson of Gen. Grant seemed 
ready to retract this week. 

MAJ. GEN. U. S. GRANT 3rd 
told The POST and OPINION 
that “I should like at least one 
Jew to believe that I was inno- 
cent of any such evil intent as 
an attack on Jews.” 

He added: “If I am wrong, 
then I am wrong; but I am not 
wrong in what my intentions 
were.” 

EARLIER GRANT had refused 
an ADL request to repudiate the 
article he distributed. He is chair- 
man of the U. S. Civil War Cen- 
tennial Commission. 

The article, reprinted from 
Father Coughlin’s “Social Jus- 
tice,” charged. “Jew financiers” 
with exploiting the Civil War. 

The elderly grandson of the 
first general to win victories for 
the Union cause sent this docu- 
ment to members of the Military 
Order of the Loyal Legion of the 
United States of America, an 
organization he heads which is 
composed of descendants of com- 
missioned officers of the U. S. 
Union Army. 

AMONG OTHER demonstrably 
false charges, the circular en- 
tiled “Abraham Lincoln and 
Rothschilds,” charged that the 
Rothschilds and Disraeli plotted 
to divide the United States be- 
tween them. Its viciousness 
prompted protests also from the 
Jewish War Veterans and a 
scathing denunciation from the 
noted historian, Rabbi Bertram

Herman Edelsberg, ADL’s 
Washington Director, in a letter 
to Grant called on him to repudi- 
ate the “vicious anti-Semitic ean- 
ard.” Edelsberg told The POST 
and OPINION that to date the 
General has refused to act. 


IN A LETTER to Joseph F. 
Barr, Administrator of JWV, 
Grant acknowledged that his 
statement that “the article had 
never been contradicted to our 
knowledge” was “at fault” and 
said he would “be glad to cor- 
rect my statements accordingly.” 

He explained to Barr that the 
article to him “seemed to be an 
interesting footnote to Civil War 
history, telling of the part played 
by the ‘international bankers’, 
‘the English. and European 
money lords’, in a vain attempt 
to divide our country in 1861- 
1865.” 

THE GENERAL expressed his 
shock at finding himself “pub- 
licly accused of a general anti- 
Jewish attitude” because of hav- 
ing circulated the article. 

In an interview with the Gen- 
eral, The POST and OPINION 
called his attention to his de- 
nunciation in an article by Dr. 
Korn. The General read the ar- 
ticle as it appeared in the Jew- 
ish Exponent last week and was 
visibly shaken. 

“DR. KORN is a well-known 
leading historian and_ serious 
consideration should be given to 
his statement.” He asked to be 
able to keep the article “so that 
I may have copies made and dis- 
tribute them.”

document and termed) it “a fab- 
rication from beginning to end.” 
He also stated that documenta- 
tion. demonstrating the worth- 
lessness of. the circular “are 
available “on request.” 

THE ELDERLY man held stub- 
bornly to his thesis that the ar- 
ticle had “a basis of historical 
fact” in its reference to the acts 
and attributes of some foreign 
governments and financiers. He 
conceded, however, that “there 
are mistakes in it which lead 
to erroneous implications.” 

He also acknowledged that one 
of the article’s alleged sources, 
an undistinguished French auth- 
or, might have been guilty of 
“creative memory.” 

One of the most important 
functions of Gen. Grant’s com- 
mission is to provide proper his- 
toric material for celebrations 
relating to the Civil War. 

The General receives per diem 
and travel money on occasions 
involving activity for the Com- 
mission such as speech-making. 
He has made four trips and 
speeches this year. He also heads 
the General Services Adminis- 
tration, which supplies the fed- 
eral government with its res- 
taurants and employees who 
service: them.

United Jewish Appeal of 
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Secunda Terms Bloch 
Greatest Jewish Composer

His parents were indifferent to 
Judaism, but his grandfather was 
a rabbi who would often chant 
prayers in his home. 

The melodies haunted him and, 
when he became a composer, 
found their 
way into musi- 
cal _ creations 
which for the 
first time made 
“Jewish sym- 
phonic music” 
known to the 
world at large. 

This is the 
genesis of the 
career of Ern- 
est Bloch, greatest of Jewish 
composers, who recently | died. 
The little-known facts are told 
in the Forward by composer”

In 1917, Secunda, just out of 
Juilliard, begged Bloch, then a 
New Yorker, to teach him com- 
position. Bloch replied that he 
must charge $20.00 an _ hour.

Abraham Harmon, successor 
to Abba Eban as Israeli Ambas- 
sador to the U. S. (someone else 
will be named head of the UN 
Israeli delegation) is a native of

The community’s leaders had 
considered relocating in the same 
area but everyone would have 
had to move while the work was 
going on, and they were afraid 
that not all would return. 


PARTICULARLY __ threatened 
was the 2,300-student Yeshiva 
And the, final problem was the 
height of the buildings, since rid- 
ing an elevator on the Sabbath is 
forbidden. 

Thus they decided that the 
whole community must move to- 
gether. Merner foung them a 
property fitting their specifica- 
tions and one according to 
Meisels which was not too ex- 
pensive and relatively free from 
height restrictive zoning and 
building codes.

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Enforced Siesta Shows Israel Killing Competitive Spirit

HAIFA—Contemporary Jewish 
Jiterature has dramatized the 
story of the Jewish shopkeeper 
around the corner. He opened his 
store early in the morning; he 
served his customers faithfully 
all day, and 
even until late 
at night wouid 
wait on trade. 
The store 
was always 
open, and he 
gained a name 
in the neigh- 
borhood be- 
é cause of his 
Alpert convenience. 
Usually, he lived behind the store. 
And this man sent his children 
tc college. Sometimes he. gradu- 
sted from his store, and became 
head of a great merchandising 
chain where his initiative and en- 
terprise found further outlet. 





ALAS, THIS sort of thing is 
pot possible in Israel. Municipal 
by-laws now regulate opening 
and closing hours with strict 


severity. Haifa, long the center 
of socialist equalitarianism in Is- 
r: el, led the way some time ago, 
tnd only recently bourgeois Tel 
Aviv fell into line, 

The regulations here go far 
beyond those known in a country 
like the United States, however. 
All stores except restaurants 
must faithfully observe the siesta 
hour, and close down between 
1:30 and 3:30 p. m. 


PERHAPS Mr. Halevi does not 
want a siesta; he does not sleep 
well in mid-day, and he would 
prefer to remain in his store, He 
can do so, but he must lock the 
door ang refuse admittance to 
customers during those hours. 

For him to do business dur- 
ing siesta would constitute unfair 
competition to other storekeep- 
ers who observe the siesta. And 
behold the enlightened city ad- 
ministration is prepared to defend 
the rights of the sleepy store- 
keeper to have his afternoon nap 
without underhanded competition 
from the wide awake man across 
the street. 








THIS IS Socialism with a 
vengeance! 

The afternoon closing program 
began in Haifa purely as a work:

Another victim of the law is 
the tourist.

IT APPEARS that Tel Aviv 
wants to deny itself tourist dol- 
lars as well. To be sure, a gift 
shop can get a special dispensa- 
tion from city hall, and arrange 
to stay open during bootleg hours 
to cater to a busload of tourists 
by special appointment, but this 
is hardly a convenient way of 
doing business. More than ore 
tourist has told me that he has 
left Israel with lots of dollars in 
his pocket—dollars that he had 
hoped to spend for gifts etc., but 
couldn’t do so because the stores 
were closed when he happened 
to be freé. 

Stores are not encouraged to 
attract customers anyhow.

On the letter page in this issue you'll see an amazing © 
letter from a man who has been a principal propagandist - 


for the American Council for Judaism. 


IT IS AMAZING because although he is quite close 
to the Council, he can question the accuracy of our expose 
of their infamous action in writing a speech impugning the 
loyalty of U. S. Jews by stating glibly that he does not be- 
lieve our disclosure to be a true fact. 

All he has to do is call his cronies in the office of the 
Council and verify or have denied what we printed. The 
Council hasn’t contested the accuracy of what we said, but 
Mr. Zukerman does! 


THIS CHALLENGE of our position by stating that we 
failed to document our accusation that Flanders charged 
U. S. Jewry with dual loyalty is phony. In the first report 
on the Flanders’ talk, before we were acquainted with the 
astounding information that his speech had been written in 
the Council office, we quoted the paragraphs in which 
Flanders-Sussman impugned the loyalty of U. S. Jews. 

Mr. Zukerman errs when he says that Flanders only 
said that the actions of American Jewry were creating an 
impression. The Flanders-Sussman speech said no such 
thing. 


IT MADE A direct accusation of the worst kind, and 
we printed chapter and verse. 

What Zukerman and the other Councillites want to 
make us believe is that they alone are concerned with the 
welfare of U. S. Jewry. They act as if the only way they 
can make us realize that we are in danger is by putting us 
in this danger. 


THEN THEY express this pious and fraudulent view 
that they are only trying to open U. S. Jewry’s eyes to this 
danger, a danger which in the first place they themselves 
keep trying to create, but which fortunately for them, and 
for U. S. Jewry as a whole, is only something a few crack- 
pots other than the Council believes exist. 

You get an idea of how interested Mr. Zukerman is in 
accuracy when he answers our challenge of his charge 
of a witch hunt against the Council. 


HE WRITES that our report was published by five 
papers. We happened to see only one, and this paper did 
not publish our report at all. The Intermountain Jewish 
News in interviewing Rabbi Charles B. Lesser, recent edu- 
cation director of the Council who has accepted a pulpit in 
Denver, showed our report to him, and asked him for his 
reaction. The entire “witch hunt” in the Intermountain 
Jewish News was about 50 words buried in the body of a 
long interview with Rabbi Lesser. 

Mr. Zukerman takes a lot of our good space to try to 
show that the issue of dual loyalty is not one invented by 
the Council, which as pious innocents had nothing to do 
with it—except of course that the Council mailed printed 
copies of Flanders’ speech by the thousands to persons in- 
volved in communications in the U. S. 


ALL THE SURVEYS made by competent survey organ- 
izations—none of them Jewish—fail to show any resentment 
toward U. S. Jewry because of its aid to Israel. 

The Council fabricates the issue, then broadcasts it, and 
then expresses concern over the safety of U. S. Jewry and 
then threatens the Jewish community about the danger it 
says it is in. 


NOW IF ANYONE presumes to answer the Council and 
point out that it wrote the Flanders’ speech and sent it out to 
editors and other molders of public opinion, that person is 
said to be engaged in a witch hunt. 

We are engaged in only one labor—and that is to make 
the Council be responsible for what it is doing, and for the 
Council to admit that they wrote the speech for Sen. 
Flanders and broadcast it far and wide, which to us puts 
them into the class of anti-Semites. 


THEY CAN apologize for the Flanders episode and 
promise to dismiss as officers of the organization those who 
approved the speech in advance, or they can continue to 
ignore the matter as they have been doing these several 
months, and thereby hasten the end of their existence as 
an American Jewish organization. 

Let’s briey analyze this claim that Zionists or The P-O 
refuse to discuss the issues. 

In every action which a U. S. Jewish group or individ- 
ual takes involving Israel, the uppermost thought is the 
relationship of the Jewish community to the proposed 
action. 


U.°S. JEWRY has debated this issue of its relationship 
to Israel ever since the days of the Balfour Declaration and 
before. The Jewish community believes it is perfectly 
proper for American Jewry to aid Israel, and has decided 
that it is the greater part of Americanism to foster the 
growth of the only democratic state in the Middle East. 

The Council and Zukerman are not interested in a con- 
sideration of the issue. The anti-Zionists ruled the day in 
American Jewry up until the advent of Hitler. For the 
Council to try to assert that the issue of the relationship of 
U. S. Jewry to Israel was not thoroughly debated is to 
falsify American Jewish history. 


WHAT THE COUNCIL and Zukerman really want is 
for «American Jewry to cut any ties with Israel. This is 
what they mean when they say let us discuss the issues, 
not a “disclosure” that a speech attacking the loyalty of 
U. S. Jewry was written by the Council and delivered in 
their behalf by an ex-Senator. 
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They don’t make better journalists than 
Bob Gamzey, whose International Jewish News 
under his stewardship has easily become the 
top Jewish paper in the U. S. 

REWARDS HAVE come to Bob for his 
devotion to the Jewish community and his 
quick sense of news values and exciting choice 
of feature material. 

One of these rewards is his selection by 
a newly-established fellowship system, which 
he himself has best described in a letter to 
me. His idea is to extend this to Anglo- 
Jewish journalism. It reminds me that only 
a few months ago we approached a national 
Jewish leader about establishing a Pulitzer 


Prize arrangement in Anglo-Jewish journal- 
ism. - 


HERE IS part of Bob’s letter: 

“Well, I’m finishing my schoolboy revival 
today at Colorado U. and you'll be interested 
to know that this King Journalism Fellowship 
experience of the past five weeks has been 
one of the most enjoyable I’ve ever had. 

“There were seven of us fellows from all 
over Colorado. We got $400 each for going 
to school, less $127 for dormitory and meals, 
and we had a free choice to take any subjects 
we wanted, with or without credit. 


“EACH FELLOW took courses of his 
own liking (my liking being psychology and 
sociology). Three times a week we fellows 
had our own seminar, hearing experts in vari- 
ous fields and having long question and an- 
swer sessions with them. We wrote guest edi- 
torials for the college paper and had many 
fine social contacts with the faculty. It was 


very worthwhile and it goes down as a mem- 
orable five weeks, 


“I think, even as a college graduate 27 
years removed, that I needed this refreshing 
contact with academic life and it certainly 
gave me a new appreciation of the intellectuals, 
the scholars, the researchers and the general 
air of questioning and challenging on our cam- 
pus. This is something I have missed in Jew- 
ish life, because everybody has been making 
Shabbos for himself, selling his own wares, 
and the questioning and challenging is mostly 
in the competition of organizations and causes

ily name was Mash and she was born in 
Skierniewice, Poland. Could you tell me about 
that name?

MASH is a family name of splendid origin.

Mash stands for 
the words “More Shove” a title of honor 
applied to each Rabbi of Prague, Czecho- 
slovakia, after death.

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Let’s Discuss Issues, 
Not Who Wrote It

In your editorial of July 31 
you said: “It will be interesting 
to read what Mr. Zukerman has 
to say about the disclosure that 
Flanders’ attack on U. S. Jewry 
was written by Leonard Suss- 
man, director of the National 
American Council for Judaism.” 
In reply to this public invitation, 
I am pleased to tell you what 

I have to say on the subject. 
I, frankly, do not believe your 

“disclosure” to be a true fact. 
yOU BASE your “disclosure” 
en the obviously biased report of 
an employee who was discharged 
from his position and had a mo- 
tive to embarrass, or hurt, the 
Council for an alleged grievance 
(real or imaginary). No such 
“evidence” would ever be ad- 
mitted in any court of law, or 
accepted by any fair-minded per- 
son who believes in the funda- 


mental principle of democracy 


that a man is innocent until he 
has been proven guilty. 

Your “disclosure” harks back 
to the days of sensational jour- 
nalism at its worst when a news- 
paper was interested primarily 
in raising circulation by publish- 
ing questionable rumors and gos- 
sip instead of reporting facts. 
The mere publication of a rumor 
was considered fact enough to 
condemn a person and to 
ruin his reputation. 

THE SAME vicious practice 
was later taken over by the late 
Senator McCarthy who assumed 
that people were guilty of dis- 
loyalty to the U. S. because they 
were questioned or even men- 
tioned, by his committee. Thi§ 
palpably unjust and cruel prac- 
tice has fortunately been largely 
abandoned by reputable Amer- 
ican newspapers and by liberal 
politicians in power, 

It is a great pity that the ma- 
jority of Zionist newspapers are 
now picking them up as a means 
of discrediting the critics of Is- 
rael or of Zionism. 

INSTEAD OF dealing with 
ideas and issues raised by the 
critics, the Zionist press usually 
raises a cry that the critics are 
“anti-Semites.”

WHAT IS the issue? 

Senator Flanders, like a good 
many other liberal minded and 
courageous men and women in 
America and in other countries, 
has issued a warning to Amer- 
ican Jews that they are drifting, 
(in all probability without their 
knowledge) into a dangerous 
position as American citizens by 
permitting their exaggerated 
emotionalism over Israel to af- 
fect their public actions in the 
fields of political, financial and 
psychological pressures on the 
American government and people 
to give special favors to Israel. 


NEITHER Senator Flanders. 
nor any of the other famous non- 
Jewish critics, have ever accused 
American Jews of being disloyal 
to America (or to any other 
country of their abode). 

All they did was to point out 
that certain public acts of or- 
ganized American Jewry were 
creating an impression on many 
non-Jews that Jews living in their 
midst bey He placing the interests 
of Israel ‘above the interests of 
the countries of their abode. 


THE RESULT of such action 
repeated over a period of many 
years may lead to the creation 
of an opinion in the minds of 
many people that Diaspora Jews, 
wherever they live, are becoming 
a kind of a “Fifth Column for 
Israel” (as Professor Toynbee 
described it so aptly) and this 
may lead to real tragedy in times 
of emergency. 

Now, it is quite possible that 
Senator Flanders, Professor 
Toynbee, Norman Thomas, Doro- 
thy Thompson, Professor Hock- 
ings (to mention only a few of 
the prominent critics of Zionism 
who have been branded as “anti- 
Semites” in recent years) are 
wrong in their evaluation of the 
mood of the American people. 
Is this a reason why these and 
thousands of other people who 
feel and think differently than 
do the Zionists should be 
branded directly and indirectly 
as “anti-Semites” and made the 
victims of a witch hunt? 

IS CRITICISM of Israel, or of 
Zionism, to be equated with anti- 
Semitism? Furthermore, is even 
criticism of certain action of or- 
ganized American Jewry tanta- 
mount to anti-Semitism? Are 
Jews infallible and above critic- 
ism? Why is it permissable to 
criticise severely Americans 
British, Russians, Germans and 
not the Jews?

THE TALMUDIC dictum “the 

righteous of all nations shali 
have a share in the world to 
come” states clearly that a non- 
Jew can find salvation without 
‘becoming a convert to Judaism 
; The Commandments and the 
|Tora are obligatory only for 
Jews. Non-Jews are not to ob- 
serve Sabbath, Festivals, circum- 
‘cision, and other essentials of 
| Judaism. There is no mitzva for 
bringing a non-Jew into the fold 
of Judaism, as there is _ for 
‘Christians and members of other 
| faiths. 
There may be other practical 
| reasons for or against prosely- 
tizing, but in essence this is a 
| eee question, and for this 
reason, throughout history, Jews 
were not a proselytizing people. 
Even if there were a few restless 
spirits and noble souls, who did 
convert to Judaism, like Shmaya 
and Abtalyon (who were the 
masters of Shammai and Hillel) 
they did not require the efforts 
of organizations. If there will be 
others like them, they, too, will 
not require organized effort to 
point the way for them. 

IT IS STRANGE that this sud- 
den spurt of interest should come 














from quarters where minima! 





Judaism is accepted or observed. 
There is so much work to be done 
in order to make Jews out of 
Jews, that I cannot see how any 
Jewish person with common 
senSe can worry about prosely- 
tizing the “goyim.” ‘“ 

However, for those with much 
money and energy to spare, I 
suggest that they build bigger and 
better bowling alleys. The Jews 
who do care about Judaism in its 
essence are building bigger and 
hetter Jewish institutions of 
learning where Judaism is prop- 
erly transmitted, and perpetu- 
ated.

I* is the account of a devout and 
sincere Christian, interesteq in 
Judaism, who approached the 
Chief Rabbi vf Leghorn, Italy, 
and corresponded with author- 
ities in Israel, in an effort to con- 
vert to Judaism He was told that 
he could do more for the world, 
and for Judaism, by remaining 
a righteous Goy 

This holds true today and will 
he true always, with very rare 
exceptions. But the obligation to 
observe the Tora ang Command- 
ments still] rests upon the Jew, 
and al] the short-cuts via Madi- 
son Avenue methods will not 
change that.

Cantor Koussevitsky, Salman Schocken, 
Jacob Lazaroff Succumb During Week 


NEW YORK (P-O) — Cantor 
Jacob Koussevitsky, 53, one of the 
fcur distinguished Koussevitsky 
brothers, all cantors, died unex- 
pectedly last month. 

At the time of his death, Kous- 
sevitzky was cantor at the Kew 
Gardens congregation, Flushing, 
N. Y. He previously served at 
the Rosh Pina synagogue in Win- 
nipeg, Canada. His early excel- 
lent reputation was established 
in Kremenetz, Luzk, and Lem- 
berg, and eventually in London. 


SALMAN SCHOCKEN 

NEW YORK (P-O) — Salman 
Schocken, 81, book publisher in 
Germany, Israel, and the United 
States, who was instrumental in 
the purchase by the Jewish Na- 
tional Fund, in 1925, of Haifa 
Bay, died last week while vaca- 
tioning in Switzerland, 

He was an early member of 
the financial and economic coun- 
cil of the World Zionist organ- 
ization, organizer (before he left 
Germany for Palestine in 1933) 
of a cultural committee of the 
German Zionist Federation, 
owner of Haaretz (a leading 
daily in Israel), and founder of 
the public library in Jerusalem, 
to which he donated his own 
collection of 50,000 books. He alse 
had headed a department store 
chain in Germany.
